Wynne has said repeatedly 
during her campaign for the 
premiership, and at a Holland 
Marsh Growers Association AGM 
held in Bond Head, that she 
intends to also carry the portfolio 
of Minister of Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Affairs during her first 
year in office. 

The meeting at Gwillimdale was 
a first step. As Wynne told the 


gathering, “It’s important to meet 
with stakeholders," to ensure 
that the Ontario government 
is getting the right message. 

With food processing the 2nd 
largest industry in Ontario, and 
Agriculture the most diversified 
sector, "it’s very important to me 
that we get this right.” 

And the message she heard 
repeatedly, through meetings 
with producers over the past few

The cost of 
OPP Policing 

In December of 2011, Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Town Council voted to ask 
the Ontario Provincial Police to provide 
a costing for the delivery of Policing 
Services. Local politicians were frustrated 
by ever-increasing policing costs, and an 
apparent multi-million dollar disparity 
between the cost of the South Simcoe 
Police Service, and cost of OPP policing in 
a similarly-sized municipality such as the 
Town of New Tecumseth. 

After several delays, the OPP has 
indicated that it will present the Costing 
next Monday, February 11, in a special 
meeting of Council, 7 p.m. in BWG Council 
Chambers. 

Since Bradford West Gwillimbury 
unilaterally decided to pursue an OPP 
costing, there have been a number of 
changes. A new South Simcoe Police Chief, 
Rick Beazley was sworn in, in April of 
2012 - and immediately began to pursue 
efficiencies and cost-saving measures that 
have effectively trimmed $1.29 million 
from the cost of the service. 

Bradford West Gwillimbury’s partner in 
the amalgamated South Simcoe Police 
Service, file Town of Innisfil first agreed to 
join in the request for a costing, but then 
voted to delay - instead establishing an 
ad hoc committee to look at the terms of 
reference for policing the community, and 
to define “level of service.” 

And the 2012 report of the Auditor 
General of Ontario was released, in which 
the Auditor noted that crime rates across 
Canada have declined by more than 40% 
over the past two decades, fatal motor 
vehicle collisions have declined, calls 
for service have remained constant, yet 
policing costs have continued to climb. 
From 2007 to 2011, the cost of OPP 
services for municipalities with contracts

Show & Tell, in Newton Robinson

It was as exciting as Christmas - seeing the 
packages and boxes arriving at the Tecumseth 
and West Gwillimbury Historical Society’s 
January Show & Tell meeting. The contents 
of those packages, and the stories that went 
with them, brought smiles and pleasure to the 
audience. 

Franz Aschwanden unpacked several of his 
old books, containing references to local 
villages - and a 1948 panoramic photograph of 
Bradford. 

Jim Campbell recalled the life of poet Robert 


of a Red Cross Man.” 

June Chambers brought a box of goodies, 
including several notes from the late 1890s, 
found under plaster when renovating, and a 
sample of decorated cow hair plaster from the 
Chambers’ 1860s Orange Hall. The Hall is now 
the workshop of Bruce Chambers, who makes 
period furniture - and who demonstrated the 
difficulty of turning a cabriole leg for a Queen 
Anne-style table, on his lathe. 

Bob Evans’ Family Tree traced his ancestors 
to a local 1818 farm. A 2002 reunion of their 
descendants filled an arena! 

Marilyn Dodds displayed a copy of the 
“Lennox and Addington History’! in which her 
extended primary school was featured. 

Barbara Northwood brought her father’s 
documentation - his attestation papers in 
1914, and his Immigration file from 1921 - and 
Gary Dougherty showed a video presentation, 


connecting memories of his home near 
Liverpool and the Art Gallery of Lady Lever, of 
Sunlight Soap fame. 

Betsy Flood hit a musical note, with her 
elaborate wheel of tinkling bells, used to 
announce dinner at her grandparents’ home. 
She fondly recalled the childhood pleasure of 
turning the handle to summons the diners. 

Two items in particular brought out the 
child in every adult. Dick Abbot displayed 
his working model of the steam engine that 
pulled the train carrying Queen Elizabeth and 
King George VI on their 1939 cross-Canada 
visit. Abbot engineered and built the model, 
painted and decorated with the Royal Coat 
of Arms. And Don Mossey presented a clever 
video, describing his construction of a 1904 
Oldsmobile delivery wagon from the original 
plans - not yet completed, but Mossey was able 
to drive the chassis with a driving stick, around 
his neighbourhood. 

Lastly, Dave Chambers offered a guessing 
game, bringing 3 unusual items from his 
collection. They turned out to be a pipe auger, 
a shingling tool for repairing wood-shingled 
roofs, and a pot pusher, for moving hot pots on

Say farewell to the penny 


The penny will be “retired” this 
year. The Canadian Mint halted 
production of the penny in Spring 
of 2012, and on February 4 of this 
year, stopped circulating pennies 
to financial institutions. Pennies 
will begin to be collected and sent 
back to the Mint, taking them out of 
circulation. 

A study by the Retail Council of 
Canada suggests that the burden of 
phasing out the penny will be borne 
by Canadian retailers, who will be 
following the federal government’s 
proposed “rounding guidelines” to 
round the total to the nearest nickel. 

The survey found that many retailers 
intend to continue providing exact 
change until their supply of pennies 
runs out - and then will be doing the 
rounding by hand, at the cash register 
(74% of small businesses, 75% of 
medium businesses). However, 63% 
of large businesses plan on changing 
then: point of sale systems - at an 
estimated cost of over $100,000 per 

“This of course represents a 
substantial cost for retailers, 
to enable them to maintain 
standardization and meet 
consumers' needs and expectations,” 
said Diane Brisebois, President and 
CEO of the Retail Council. She noted 
that the "rounding" will affect only 
cash transactions - not electronic 
forms of payment, such as credit or

increased an average of 29%; for 
those without contracts, the average 
increase was 19% - comparable to 
other major police services. 

The Auditor also noted that 
according to OPP estimates, 
“municipalities with and without 
contracts save on average anywhere 
from 35% to 60% by using the OPP 
instead of having their own police 
forces” - but still recommended that 
the OPP find ways to simplify and 


“make more transparent” its cost- 
recovery processes, as well as look at 
phasing in cost increases over time. 

The 2013 South Simcoe Police 
operating budget, as approved by 
both Innisfil and BWG Councils, will 
come to a total of $16,199 million, 
after grants, divided between the two 
partners on the basis of assessment, 
number of households and 
population. In 2012, Innisfil paid 56% 
of the cost of policing; Bradford West 
Gwillimbury44%.
